Replacing Reduction Box Bearings 
By Dave Easterwood 


Replacing reduction box bearings is not for the faint of 
heart, but if you have the correct tools and understand the 
procedures in this article, it is a job that can be accomplished in 
an afternoon. Reduction box bearings are an area where the 
cheapest part is definitely not the best part. Quality bearings 
cost more upfront, but will save you time, money, and aggra- 
vation in the long run. I prefer bearings by companies such as 
FAG or SKF that are manufactured in the USA, Canada, or 
Western Europe. 

If you do not already own a copy of the Robert Bentley 
reprint of the official VW Transporter Workshop Manual, 
1963-67, I highly recommend you get one. The manual covers 
engines and tranny gearboxes back to May 1959 and most 
everything else back to March 1955. You can purchase it from 
NEATO for $79.95 plus $7 shipping & handling. See the 
“NEATO Stuff” column elsewhere in this issue for more 
details. 

The procedures for March 1955-63 “small-nut” (36mm) 
reduction boxes are slightly different than the 1964-67 “big- 
nut” (46mm) reduction boxes, and those differences will be 
noted within. The reduction box bearings may be replaced 
with the transaxle still installed in the bus, but the job is easier 
with the transaxle removed and bolted to an engine stand. 

Take the cotter pin out of the axle nut and remove the 
axle nut. Loosen the 19mm lug bolts holding your wheel to 
the brake drum. Jack the bus up and place a jackstand under 
the torsion tube on the side you are working on. Remove the 
wheel. Always practice extreme caution when working on a 
vehicle that has a wheel removed. Never rely on a jack 
(especially the stock VW jack) to support the vehicle. In 
addition to the jackstand, it is a good idea to place the wheel

you remove and your spare tire under a stiff frame member on 
the side that is jacked up. 

The next thing you have to do is remove the rear brakes. 
The first thing to remove is the brake drum. You may have to 
turn the adjusting stars for your brake shoes in order to get the 
drums off the axle. Next take the brake shoes off and remove 
the parking brake cable from the brake backing plate. Then 
remove the metal brake line from the rear wheel cylinder with 
an 11mm flare nut wrench. I take the rubber cap off the brake 
bleeder on the rear wheel cylinder and put it over the end of 
the metal brake line so brake fluid does not leak out of the 
metal line. Next remove the 13mm bolt that holds the rear 
wheel cylinder to the reduction box and remove the wheel 
cylinder. 

Next you remove the brake backing plate. First remove 
the 2 17mm nuts and lock washers above the axle seal cover 
that sandwich the brake backing plate between the brake 
adjusting star housings and the reduction box. Before remov- 
ing the axle seal cover, drain the gear oil out of the reduction 
box into a collection container by removing the 17mm allen 
socket plug on the underside of the reduction box. Then you 
can remove the 4 14mm bolts that hold the axle seal cover 
plate on and remove the plate and oil seal. Once the cover 
plate is off you will be able to remove the brake backing plate. 


March 1955-63 only (see Figure 1 below): Take off the outer 
spacer and the o-ring and washer from between the spacer and 
outer bearing. Use a puller, preferably one with arms that fit in 
between the inner & outer races of the bearing, to pull the 
lower outer bearing off the lower stub axle. 


Now you are ready to split the reduction box halves. 
Start by removing the 7 13mm bolts that hold the halves 
together. There are two "knock-off" bosses cast into the outer 
half of the reduction box, one at the top and the other at the 
bottom. Use a blunt chisel and rubber mallet to tap on these 
bosses to separate the reduction box halves. Do not pry on the 
sealing surfaces between the two halves, because if the 
surfaces are not true oil leaks may 
develop. 

The first bearing to remove is the 
upper outer bearing. To remove it, you 
must remove the snap ring that holds it 
in place using snap ring pliers. The 
upper outer bearing fits snugly on the 
outer axle and you will need to separate 
it from the upper reduction gear. The 
best way is with a clamshell bearing 
puller, but you can use a 2 or 3 arm 
puller. You can even drive a blunt chisel 
between the bearing and reduction gear 
to separate them, but be very careful if 
you use this method. After removing the

upper outer bearing the upper reduction gear will slide right 
off. 

The next thing to take off is the stub axle with the lower 
reduction gear. The March 1955-63 stub axles are easy and 
should come right out. The 1964-67 are MUCH more diffi- 
cult... you will need a welder. 


1964-67 only: There is a freeze plug on the back of the 
reduction box that has to be removed. If the transaxle is still in 
the bus, you will need to remove the 4 17mm bolts that attach 
the reduction box to the spring plate and push the reduction 
box back away from the spring plate so you have access to the 
freeze plug. I weld a bolt to the center of the freeze plug and 
put an oil pump puller over the bolt. I then put a washer and 
nut on the bolt and tighten the nut until the freeze plug pulls 
out. With the freeze plug out, you now have access to the nut 
that holds the stub axle on. Remove the nut with a 42mm or 1- 
5/8" socket and an air impact wrench. With the nut off the 
axle, you will be able to drive the stub axle out using a hammer 
& brass drift. 


\ The next bearing to remove is the lower inner bearing. 


March 1955-63 only: To remove the lower inner bearing, a 
puller is needed, preferably one that has arms that will fit 
between the inner and outer races of the bearing. 


1964-67 only: There is a large circlip that holds the lower inner 
bearing in place. Remove it using 6-8" needle nose pliers with 
the tips ground down to fit in the holes in the circlip. Once the 
circlip is removed, the bearing can be driven out by tapping on 
it from the back side. 


The next bearing to remove is the upper inner bearing. 

You can remove it with a puller, preferably one that has arms 
that will fit between the inner and outer races of the bearing. If 
you cannot remove the bearing with a 
puller, you can take the reduction box 
and axle tube off the transaxle and drive 
it out from behind by placing the axle 
tube over a length of pipe. 


1964-67 only: The 1964-67 stub axle has 
a lower outer roller bearing. I remove 
the lower outer bearing from the stub 
axle using a shop press, but it can also be 
driven off using a hammer and blunt 
chisel. 


Assembly is reverse of disassem- 
bly. Just kidding! Don't you just love 
vague directions? 

The first thing to do is clean all of 
your parts. I scrub them in my parts

washer but you can clean them ina plastic tub. I use mineral 
spirits, a nylon bristle brush, a brass bristle brush and a putty 
knife. Use heavy rubber gloves unless you want tingly dry 
skin, an early dirt nap, or to give birth to a two-headed Bigfoot 
baby. Solvents have a nasty habit of seeping through your skin 
and into your bloodstream. Make sure to clean off all of the 
old paper gasket material off the reduction box halves without 
scratching up the sealing surfaces. 

First drive in the new lower inner bearing (VW part 
#311 501 283 or bearing #6306). Since this bearing is being 
supported in the reduction box by the outer race, you want 
drive the bearing in by the outer race. I use a brass drift so it 
does not damage the bearing. 


1964-67 only: With the lower inner bearing seated you can 
replace the large circlip using needle nose pliers. 


Next you want to drive in the upper inner bearing (VW 
part #311 501 283 or bearing #6306). Since this bearing is 
being supported in the reduction box by the outer race, but also 
by the axle on the inner race, you want to drive the bearing on 
the axle by the inner race until it meets the reduction box 
housing. Then I use a large socket to distribute the force and 
alternate sides as I tap the bearing into place. 

The next thing to replace is the lower stub axle with the 
lower reduction gear. 


March 1955-63 only: The lower stub axle is simply driven in 
the lower inner bearing in the reduction box. 


1964-67 only: The lower stub axle is driven in the lower inner 
bearing. Once seated in the bearing, the nut is replaced on the 
back side of the axle using a 42mm or 1-5/8" socket on an 
impact wrench. There is an indention on the back side of the 
axle where you peen the nut with a hammer & punch to stay on 
the shaft. Next replace the freeze plug on the back of the

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True Blue Friend 
by Joseph Crockett 


Sometimes it is hard to sit by 
and watch and old friend pass on. 
Such was the case for long time 
Vintage Volkswagen enthusiast 
and NEATO member Joseph 
Crockett and his long friendship 
with a 1954 Volkswagen Panel 
Delivery Transporter, originally 
delivered to Competition Motors in 
Los Angeles and sold new at Circle 
VW Motors in Long Beach, 
California. Joseph is no stranger to 
vintage VW circles, steering the 
Vintage Volkswagen Club of 
America, as the Western Region 
President, during the early eighties. 

It was just prior to that time that an old friend of 
his, Bob Scott from Vintage Parts Inc., purchased the 
completely original 1954 Panel off the back of a trailer at 
Bug-In 6 at Orange County International Raceway in 
1974. After the thrill had worn off, Robert sold the 
“Barndoor” to his right-hand employee and died-in-the- 
wool VW aficionado Clifford Crate. It wasn’t long 
before the 1954 Panel was making frequent trips for 
small vintage VW week-ends to Joseph’s home in Santa 
Barbara. But it would be ten more years before Joseph 
found the bus, aging and derelict in Cliffs back yard, 
ready for a new owner and a complete restoration. 

First order of business was to get the 1954 directly 
into the body shop. The final four years had been ones of 
neglect, with the vehicle stripped down to a shell and left 
to the elements. After retrieving the vehicle from Cliff s 
backyard, close friend and “Barndoor” expert George 
Schmidt worked magic on the long expanses of sheet 
metal at the Auto FLM Body Shop in Burbank. It was 
then off to the Bus Stop in Westminster, for the magic 
touch that only Charlie Hammill can provide. Charlie is 
a master of details on the Volkswagen Transporters and 
Joseph knew he would be the perfect man for the job he 
needed done. All rusted sections were cut out and 
replaced with donor sections and 35 years of road abuse 
started to be massaged smooth. 

It was during this time that Joseph started a quest to 
locate all the missing parts, most of them special to pre- 
March 1955 “Barndoor” models. With the original 36 
Horsepower motor long gone, he was able to locate 
another motor from the same time period. Rebuilt using 
all German parts, the motor was “upgraded” with a 130 
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Watt Bosch generator and “D” type regulator, 383 
distributor, and a Mann T-can air filter. The 5.50 x 16" 
wheels were located, powder painted, and mounted on 
original 6.00 x 16 Michelin bias ply tires. 

With the majority of the bodywork completed, the 
Bus was brought back to Santa Barbara for final prep 
before painting. Over 80 hours of sanding inside both 
cargo and engine compartment was necessary to remove 
light surface rust that had accumulated from its outdoor 
storage. The cargo area received an application of 
Standard Grey enamel used in all the commercial 
vehicles of the time. Then it was off to the paint booth, 
where several coats of Glaserit L31 Dove Blue paint 
were laid down on the exterior. 

All new window glass weatherstrip was provided 
by Tony Moore at Wolfsburg West, as was the grey 
panel material for the front doors and kick panels. 
Original cab partitions for the “Barndoor” years are 
scarce and Joseph settled on a NOS divider from the 
1955 and later series. The original front bench had been 
re-upholstered to original specifications years back and 
was still in presentable condition. Being that the vehicle 
is a Commercial Transporter, there are very little chrome 
plated items. But the outside and inside door handles, 
rear engine door T-handle, and the Bosch bulb headlight 
bezels were triple chrome polished to original condition 
by Van Nuys Plating in Los Angeles. 

Joseph has always had a strong affinity for the 
excellent German quality built into products from the 
1950's and 60's. One particular area of collectability that 
interested him was the German electronics company 
Telefunken. After coming across an old photo in his 
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archives, showing a 1954 VW Panel Bus, outfitted as a 
Telefunken repair van, it seemed only fitting to duplicate 
this historical vehicle. Along with the help of fellow 
Santa Barbaran Eric Meyer, Joseph generated the original 
Telefunken logo artwork on the computer. All that was 
necessary after that was a call to graphic artist and VW 
friend Tim Leventry in Orange County. Tim came to 
Santa Barbara and, in the course of a weekend, 
transformed the sides of the 1954 VW Panel into an art 
masterpiece. 

The only way that this historic example from the 
early days of the Volkswagen Transporter, would ever 
live to be driven again was through a dream. Saved from 
a neglected near-death, Joseph Crockett had that dream 
and can now enjoy satisfaction that an “Old Friend” was 
restored to the former glory that it so deserved. 

Since the end of the restoration in the Spring of 
1997, the vehicle was shown at the Classic VW Show in 
the Summer of that year. It was then purchased by 
Volkswagen of America and now resides in their 
Automotive Museum in Auburn Hills, Michigan. È

Cab 
Affair

I remember it clearly, it was a sunny Saturday 
morning in the summer of 1966 when my Dad said to 
me, “Let’s all go for a drive”. My Dad was always very 
clear in letting us know what was going on, so when he 
made this open ended request, I knew something was up. 
He, my younger brother and I jumped into the Ford 
station wagon and headed out for parts unknown. 

We drove for about a half an hour and stopped at a 
small industrial park. It was a bit of a dump, but back 
then most industrial parks were. My Dad eventually 
pulled up to a small block building that housed an 
overhead garage door installation company. Why the 
heck did my Dad stop here? We all went in. 

The next thing I knew we were in the rear lot. 
There sat a 1960 single cab with tilt and overhead door 
company logos all over it. It looked very strange. I can’t 
recall ever seeing one before that day (I must have not 
been paying to much attention to the world). I can 
remember the overhead doorman telling my Dad that the 
speedometer had died two years earlier but it still ran 
well. I immediately looked at the dash and noticed 
98,000 miles on the odometer. WOW!? You've got to 
be kidding! This was 1966 and cars were considered 
used up at 75,000 miles. Nobody went 100,000 miles... 
Nobody! 

We (my dad) bought it. I got to drive it home. My 
first real memory of driving the single cab was of hating 
stoplights. I would try to watch two to three blocks 
ahead so I would not end up back in first gear. 
Additional memories; no radio, no gas gauge, no working 
interior lights and a broken down seat from the over 
weight overhead doorman. Still we brought it home. 
Nobody else had one... Nobody! All my friends were 
driving GTO's and Mustang's. The world was in V-8 
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heaven. 

Now you might ask yourself why my Dad might 
want me to have a vehicle like this. The answer is very 
simple... WAVES. That single cab was the next best 
thing to a Woody. It could carry four or five surfboards 
and you could sleep in the back with the tilt rolled up to 
keep an eye on surf conditions. The lower locker was 
always full of dry clothes and food. The single cab also 
did well driving through the sand. My Dad’s plan was to 
keep my brother and myself and the beach out of the 
family station wagen. 

The main purpose of surfing, as you all know, is to 
ride a wave, but first you must find one. The fact that I 
was on the East Coast made driving from spot to spot 
looking for non-existent waves a regular event. 
Hurricane season brought some relief... it brought nice 
waves to our beaches and also brought flooded roads. 
The state authorities were not as nuts then as they seem 
to be today. If you were dumb enough to be heading 
toward the beach, when everyone else was heading away 
from the beach, they didn’t much care. I cannot tell you 
how many times I drove that single cab through water up 
to the floorboards. Note that clothes and what ever I had 
stored in the lockers were now wet. 

The single cab lived the life of a surf bum for two 
years, then it was time to get serious... off to Ohio and 
college. It was the summer of 67 “fall” and I guess I 
became a bit of a hippie type. I met some people from 
California who were surfers, and what the hell, I already 
had the long hair. This was also a time for the SC to go 
through some changes. 

Do you remember Earl Schieb? I do! I drove the 
single cab full of salt and sand to one of his locations and 
for $29.95 got a brand new bright red paint job. This 


particular Earl Schieb paint shop was an old car wash in 
its previous life. You drove in one end and your car 
came out the other end freshly painted. Unbelievable!!!! 
To make this place even stranger, only the manager and 
myself spoke English. All the workers were from Italy. 

On the way home I stopped at a stationary store and 
bought some stick on flowers, now I was officially cool. 
In reality, what I had really done was tell every 
policeman in the known universe to stop this VW, damn 
hippies!!! I was a surfing long hair... A threat to 
American society. I failed to mention that a week before 
the SC was Earl-a-sized my brother and I hit it with some 
spray paint. That was also a real cop pleaser. That type 
of thing was just not done in those days. I was pulled 
over one day and given a ticket for “Visual Hazard”. 
Who ever heard of a ticket called “Visual Hazard”? 


Okay, it’s now off to Ohio. On board the single cab 
were a friend’s sister, all her stuff, all my stuff and me. 
At that time the interstate speed limit was 75 miles per 
hour but everyone really drove 85 miles per hour. I had 
my loaded red flower single cab, a small nut tranny, a 
tilt, and still no radio, gas gauge, or interior light, and a 
top speed of 55 miles per hour. If you think this strange 
sight had the East Coast cops out of sorts, the poor single 
cab made the Ohio cops insane. 

My friend’s sister had this portable LP record 
player that ran on batteries. This was our only source of 
music for the entire eighteen-hour trip to Athens, Ohio. 
We only had one LP between us and that was the brand 
new Jimi Hendrix album. The only problem was that the 
road was concrete and the expansion joints came along

every four to five seconds. This would make the needle 
jump one groove at every joint in the road. To this day I 
can’t hear any cut from that album without a skip in the 
music. Needless to say, we were young, tough, and at the 
end of that trip, tired. We did make it to “A” town 
without a major event. 

The single cab had a great life in Athens. It was the 
right VW in the right town at the right time. I would put 
all my friends in the back and roll up the canvas and 
drive. It was almost the social center for most of my 
friends. The single cab was well known on campus, 
especially after being pictured in the student newspaper 
twice. This notoriety proved to be a minor setback. 
While picking up a date on campus, I, not thinking, drove 
into a basement-parking garage. 

The top of the tilt knocked the heads off two fire 
alarm sprinklers and set off the 
entire sprinkler system. Even 
with only two wet witnesses, 
University Security was able to 
track me down the following 
day. I woke up to a security 
cruiser in front of my 
apartment. I had to pay $65.00 
for repairs and water used or no 
diploma. 

I had the single cab in 
Athens for two years and finally 
traded it to my best friend Joe 
for a Bug Eye Sprite. Joe lived 
in Pittsburgh and drove home 
from Athens every weekend. If 
you start out with a broken 
speedometer with 98,000 miles 
on the odometer, add on all the 
surf driving, two trips from 
Athens to East Coast and a 
bunch of trips from Athens to 
Pittsburgh, I can not imagine how many miles were on 
the single cab. 

A few years later I heard that Joe and the single cab 
were still running around Pittsburgh. I have a million 
memories of the single cab but amazingly the one 
memory I do not have is of ever getting the valves 
adjusted! I eventually lost track of Joe and the single 
cab. The only regret I have is that on the day Joe and I 
swapped cars, he unbolted the tilt and tossed it into a 
university dumpster, OUCH! er 


Part Two (maybe...) Single Cab Addiction 1994 


Paul Goldzung is still in Athens, Ohio, where he 
covets VW Single Cabs. 
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reduction box. If you do not have a replacement, you will need 
to cut the bolt you welded onto it with a cut-off wheel. After 
cutting the bolt off, you will need to grind the surface back 
down to get a clean surface. Put a thin coat of RTV sealant on 
the edge of the freeze plug and tap it into the reduction box. 
After the freeze plug is seated, put a small bead of RTV sealant 
around the perimeter of the plug to insure against leaks. 


Next replace the upper reduction gear and the upper 
outer bearing (VW part #211 501 285 or bearing #6305). I use 
a deep well 36mm socket to drive the upper bearing on the 
upper axle. Drive it on until you can replace the circlip on the 
upper axle. The upper axle is tapped to accept a bolt and 
sometimes I have had to fashion a puller out of the deep well 
36mm socket, a bolt, and a washer and nut in order to get the 
upper outer bearing on far enough to get the circlip on. 


1964-67 only: Drive on the new lower outer roller bearing 
(VW part #211 501 283 or bearing #N207E) by the inner race. 
Do not forget the spacer ring that goes between the lower 
reduction gear and the lower outer roller bearing. Also 
remember that you will need to replace the outer race in the 
outer reduction box half with the outer race that came with 
your new roller bearing. Do not mix the new bearing with the 
old race. 

Now you are ready to put the reduction box halves back 
together. Apply a thin coat of RTV sealant to both sides of 
your new reduction box gasket (VW part #211 501 273 for 
March 1955-63, VW part #211 501 273A for 1964-67) and 
place the gasket on the inner reduction box half. Then you can 
drive the outer reduction box half on with a rubber mallet and 
replace and tighten the 7 13mm bolts that hold the halves 
together. 


March 1955-63 only: Drive your new lower outer bearing 
(VW part #311 501 283 or bearing #6306) on the lower axle using 
a hammer and brass drift. Alternately tap the sides of the inner 
race of the bearing until it seats into the reduction box housing. 
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With the reduction box housing back together, you are 
now ready to put the brake backing plate back on. Take one of 
the paper gaskets out of your axle seal kit (VW part #311 598 
051A) and apply a thin coat of RTV sealant on both sides and 
place the gasket on the reduction box. Make sure the oil drain 
hole in the gasket is pointed downward. Next put the new 
rubber o-ring out of your axle seal kit on the axle, being 
careful not to scar the o-ring on the grooves in the axle. Now 
put the brake backing plate on and replace the 2 17mm nuts 
and lock washers below the adjusting star housings. Apply a 
thin coat of RTV sealant on both sides of the other paper 
gasket in your axle seal kit and place it on the brake backing 
plate, once again making sure the oil drain hole in the gasket is 
pointed downward. You can now put the new axle oil seal 
from your kit in the seal cover and put it and the outer spacer 
back on the axle. You want to put these on together, not the 
spacer first then the cover to insure the oil seal does not get 
kinked and cause a leak. Then replace and tighten the 4 14mm 
bolts that hold the cover to the reduction box. 

Replace the rear wheel cylinder, metal brake line, brake 
shoes, parking brake cable and brake drum. Then fill the 
reduction box with gear oil through the 17mm allen socket 
plug on the top of the reduction box housing. Place the wheel 
back on the brake drum with the 19mm lug bolts and adjust 
and bleed your rear brake. Remove the jackstand from under 
the torsion tube and lower the bus to the ground. With the rear 
wheel on the ground you can torque down the lug bolts and the 
axle nut and replace the cotter pin in the axle nut. 

That's it! Enjoy a refreshing beverage and the satisfac- 
tion of the quietness of your new reduction box bearings!
